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that miſcatries, but my Reaſon always con- 
curr'd with my Fears about it; Talways put 
the Streſs of the Work upon their Heels 
more than their Hands ; I ſaid from the firſt 
Accounts we had of it, that the Duke of 
Savoy and the Mareſchal De Theſſe were run- 
ning a Race 'or Tboulcn, and he that came 
ficft there would get it; and when I heard 
that the Mareſchal De Theſſe was eptred 
with 40 Battalions, that he lay at a Diſtance 
intrenched wich another Body, and expeQ- 
ing Reinforcements, I will not conceal my 
Fears, I ever doubted the Succeſs, and 
thought Iſaw Reaſon to do ſo. 

I confeſs, I expeRted great Things from 
the Bravery and Condutt both of the Ger- 
man Army, and of the great General that 
commanded them : But I never knew a 
Town taken in my Life, which could not 
be inveſted, and which had an Army very 
near as numerous within, as that which be- 
tieged it, and 1 believe, Hiftory cannot pa- 
rallel. 

I gave the very Reaſon for it in the Re- 
view Ne. 84, which came out juft before 
tbe News came to Town, Viz. That it muſk 
be impoſhble to maintain ad vanc'd Poſts, 
Batteries and Trenches, when the Enemy 
could ſally every Night with whole Armies. 
Who am l, that I ſheuld ſo exactly ſhow 
you, what without my Foreknowledge of 
Fact came directly to paſs —The advanc'd 
Works on the Hid of St. Xatberine con- 
liſted of three ſeveral Poſts, they were 
guarded by 4509 Men, nor can any Army 
of 420071, which was the moſt the Germans 
conſiſted of, ever ſpare more to be on the 
Guard at a Time— And whatare theſe to a 
Garriſon, who lying all within tbeir Works, 
cau at Midnight or Day-break, as the French 
did, (ally out with 30 Companies of Gre- 
nadiers, and 24 Battalions of Foot; the 
Conſequeuce is plain, they carry'd all the 
Poſts, nail'd up all their Cannon, and then 
retreated; and this they could do perhaps 
twice or three times a Week. This I ſay, 
no Army of soo Men could prevent, 
much leſs could they carry on their Siege 
with it. 

But fo much for Probabilities 3 the Con- 
trquence bas determined who were the beft

Judges of theſe 2 and I (ce no Cauſe 
at all to be aſham'd of my Coojeftures. 

But after: all, Prince Eugene has ſhown 
himſelf a wiſe and p ſitick General, that 
foreſaw early enough the Conſequence of 
this Siege, and took Care not to ruin a 
good Army upon Improbadilities ; better 
two ſuch Enterpriz-s loſt, than one ſuch 
Army ; he ſaw a g.icat way before him, he 
ſaw the Intrenchm.ents nit to be forc'd, the 
Harbour 0c co be eater'd, the Town not 
to be inveſted Hic j. the numerous De- 
tachments drawing do en trom Alſatia, from 
Ronfilion, from Aragon, and from Flanders, 
and that as he ſhould decreaſe by an obfti- 
nate and bloody Siege, ſo the French would 
increaſe, and at laſt be as numerous behind 
him, as he was, beſides the Town before 
bim; beſides all this, he ſaw the Impoſſibi- 
lity of being farniſhed with Proviſtons by 
Land, and the Uncertainty of ic by Sea. 

He ſaw that by this Method, he ſhould 
have Plenty to day, and Scarcity to mor- 
row 4 one Week Bread, and another none; 


and if a Storm ſhauld happen for ſome time, 
as at that time of the Year was far from 
improbable, they might be ruin'd at ooce, 
and ftarved : I do not fay theſe were all his 


fiwaded, any body 
wilt excuſe me for ſaying, theſe were cer- 
tainly fome of them. . 

Foreſeeing theſe and other remote Con- 
ſequences of things, and perbapt this among 
the reſt, that with his Army whole and in 
Heart, he might be able to do ſome more 
conſiderable Service elſewhere ; He © has 
thought fit to withdraw, from the Siege of 
Thoulon, and J caungt but applaud theic 
Meaſures, tho” T am ſorry for the Neceflity ; 
it ſhows them caceful, wary, politick and 
foreka6wing. O! had the Imperial Coun- 
cils been foreknowing eavugh to have ad- 
journ'd either this or the Neepelizen Defign 
in the firſt of the Campaign, it had ſav'd 
us this Mortification. . + 

Unkappy was the Proſperity of that Ex- 
pedition ? Had that gilded Bait not allured 
che Imperial Court; Had 16000 Men, 
which that Buſineſs took from them, deen 
added to this Army, they had not only 
been mere formidable by that Supply, —

this Deſign bad been ſooner ripe, and the 
Germans had been under the Walls of 7hou- 
lon, before the Mareſchal De Ibeſſe had been 
capable of coming near it. 

Bat by this trifling Conqueſt, compara- 
tively ſpeaking, the Germans, libe the Em- 
peror of Old, have caught the Fly, and loft 
the Crown ; they have miſs'd a City worth 
a Kingdom, and got a Kingdom worth but 
little ; ſo let the Imperial Councils but att, 
if ever we come to have them for our 
Enemies, and4 date ſay, we never lofe by 
ſuch a War. ; - 

Our Advices ſay, that General You; 
was encamp'd_ near Pignerol with 12cc0 
Foot and 6oco Horſe, and goop Foot more 
marching to them. 
which march'd to Maples, been added to 
that Body, Prince Eugene bad fac'd Thou- 
lon with 75000 Men, beſides the Fleet 
Then he might have -puſh'd, then had the 
Mareſchal 7heſſe receir'd all his Reiatorce- 
ments, they might have fac'd him, and car- 
ry'd on the Siege too; hey have in- 
veſted the whole, and cover'd the Sicge. 

But as if is, I ſay, the Generals have 
done wiſtly, and we ought to rejoyce that 
they have took theſe Mea in time, before 
they were forc'd ti come away with bloody 
Fices—Befure the braveſt of theft Troops 
had been ſacriſiz'd, ard torn to pieces by 
the Boprbs and Sallies of a Town fo furaiſh- 
ed as'this way. 8 

Come then, Gentlemen, let us not be
